1'es, Chinese Gordon (then civptniti 6? 


Rornl engineers) very nearly had to ptU 
Wwith a docker i'or the China oum-

docker. It in th» British soldier slang 
term for it war rnedul without olnujj-s, 
and originated in th» Crimea— a zaedul 
only baiug uwardod to soldiers who th- 
rived after the dooks wero blown up on 
the evacuation of Sebostopol by the 
Kuusiiins. In like manner in China a 
medal only wait awarded to soldiers who 
vroro in tho country, but not present 
with the army before Pekin on October

Charley Gordon was not the man to 
bo denied.

Gordon 


would ivok permission to accompany 
him. 


It wau a daring ride, and tho whole 


nrmy talked of it and how Gordon 
saved a docker.
